Pursuant  to  the  instructions  of  Captain  W.  P.  Gannaway  the 
following  information  is  submitted* 

SUBJECT  is  a known  associate  of  JACK  RUBY  and  is  a possible 
witness  for  the  defense  in  the  forth  coining  trial  of  RUBY. 

SUBJECT  is  married  to  JUANITA  BALDOZA  AKA  JANIE  BALDOZA  and 
they  reside  at  3204  HUDNALL,  APARTMENT  D.  The  telephone  listed  to 
3204  Hudnall  is  in  SUBJECTS  name  and  the  number  is  LA-6-5054.  SUBJECT 
is  36  years  old  and  was  born  on  September  l4t  1926.  SUBJECT  is  presently 
employed  as  the  Bead  Waiter  and  the  employer  shows  to  be  the  CLUB  BALI 
HAI  located  at  8400  DOUGLAS  Street  Dallas,  Texas.  SUBJECT  has  been 
employed  by  the  Club  since  1959.  SUBJECT  owns  and  drives  a 1962 
Oldsmtbile  bearing  Texas  1963  license  PS-1015 . This  automobile  is 
registered  to  the  SUBJECT  at  the  above  listed  address. 

SUBJECT  came  to  Dallas  in  1956  from  AUSTIN,  TEXAS  which  is 
thought  to  be  hie  home  town.  After  coming  to  Dallas  SUBJECT  was 
employed  as  Bead  Waiter  at  the  KINGS  CLUB  in  1956  and  after  that  at 
the  CENTURY  ROOM  in  the  ADOLPBUS  HOTEL  in  1956  and  remained  there 
until  1959  when  he  moved  to  his  present  employment. 

SUBJECT  has  lived  at  the  following  addresses  in  Dallas,  Texas 
since  1956,319  North  Winnetka,  2325  Amego,  3432  Southern  Oaks  Apart- 
ment C,  1912  Llewellyn,  and  1923  Llewellyn  Apartment  B. 

SUBJECT  is  the  son  of  JOHN  BALDOZA.  JOHN  BALDOZA  presently 
resides  in  AUSTIN,  TEXAS  but  his  current  address  is  unknown. 


Indices  of  the  Records  Bureau  of  the  Dallas  Police  Department 
were  checked  by  HAHN  with  negative  results*  'Indices  of  the  Identification 
Bureau  of  the  Dallas  Police  Department  were  cheeked  by  CB0S3LAND 
with  negative  results*  Indices  of  the  Dallas  County  Sheriff's  office 
Records  and  I.  D.  Bureaus  were  cheeked  by  A1BRI0HT  with  negative 
results.  Indices  of  the  files  at  DUNN  AND  BKADSTKEET  were  cheeked 
by  RDSERS  with  negative  results*  Indices  of  the  Traffic  Section  of 
the  Dallas  Police  Department  Records  Bureau  reveal  that  SUBJECT  paid 
a 82.00  fine  in  Corporation  Court  for  making  an  improper  turn  on 
Demember  3,  1962.  That  on  Hay  12,  1963  SUBJECT  had  a no  operators 
license  quashed  in  Corporation  Court.  That  SUBJECT  paid  a $9.00  fine 
in  Corporation  Court  on  November  8,  1963  for  failure  to  din  headlights. 

T-l  was  contacted  and  stated  that  SUBJECT  has  had  a file  in 
their  office  since  19^7  in  AUSTIN,  TEXAS  and  that  the  file  was  traas- 
fered  to  Dallas  January  26,  1956.  T-l  stated  that  SUBJECT  has  always 
had  trouble  paying  his  bills  and  that  he  is  bad  about  borrowing  money 
from  finance  companies.  T-l  further  stated  that  SUBJECT  is  presently 
getting  all  of  his  bills  paid  as  he  is  attempting  to  purchase  a home. 

SUBJECT  was  checked  thru  theDallae  County  District  Clerks 
Office  and  it  was  found  that  no  Civil  litigation  is  or  ever  was 
pending  against  him  in  Dallas  County,  Texas.
